Imports of Butter Into Canada, 

During the twelve months which 
ended March 31st last, Canada im- 
ported 7,989,269 pounds of butter, of 
which 6,018,022 pounds came from 
New Zealand, At first sight, it seems 
rather strange that an agricultural 
country like Canada should be obliged 
to import even a small part of its 
supply of dairy produce, Of course, 
Canada could easily have supplied all 
her own needs in the matter of butter 
by making that much less cheese, but 
many farmers have found that cheese- 
making has paid them best of late 
years, and it would be poor business 
on their part to lose money for the 
sake of keeping out some New Zea- 
land butter, It is worth while re- 
membering in this connection that the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, next to the United States, is 
the greatest producer of dairy produce 
in the world, not even excepting Can- 
ada, and yet the quantity of butter

31, 1911, The disastrous slump in 
the dairy markets of the United States 
early in 1912 gave a check to this 
trade from which it has never fully 
recovered. 

Note—Previous to March 31, 1910, 
the values of milk, cream and con- 


densed milk were not reported separ- 
ately. 

The writer is not prepared to ex- 
press a very definite opinion as to 
what effect the new United States 
tariff will have on the Canadian dairy 
trade. Of course it requires no argu- 
ment to show that butter may be ex- 
ported to the United States under a 
2 1-2 cent duty with less difference in 
values in the two countries than under 
the old tariff of 6 cents per pound, 
It is possible that there may be some 
inducement at times to export cheese, 
but it is not likely that there will ever 
be any very large amount of Canadian 
cheese shipped to the United States. 
The removal of the duty of 5 cents 
per gallon on cream, which as has al- 
ready been stated is equal to about 
1 1-4 cents per pound on butter, is @ 
much smaller reduction than the 
3 1-2 cents which has been taken off 
the duty on butter, and. it would seem, 
on the face of it, that the present 
tariff would not be as favorable to the 
export of cream as the old tariff was, 
because the saving of duty by export- 
ing cream will be much less now than 
it was before. It costs much more 
to ship cream than it does to ship 
butter, There may be an extension 
of the trade in sweet cream for table 
use, in close proximity to large mar- 
kets like Buffalo and Detroit, and pos- 
sibly to some extent along the St. 
Lawrence and Quebec borders. It 
seems quite probable also that there 
may be a considerable increase in the 
quantity of fresh milk exported under 
the new tariff. At the present time, 
American buyers are picking up cows 
in considerable numbers in Eastern 
Ontario for shipment to the United 
States. Farmers in this section, who 
are short of feed, are tempted by the 
high prices offered, but in some cases 
they are simply discarding the unpro- 
fitable cows which have been dis- 
covered through the system of cow 
testing. One thing is certain that if 
there is any large movement of cows 
or dairy produce across the line, the 
tendency will be to equalize prices in 
the two countries,

Then also, it would have 
brought many of the smafier choirs 
in the southern town into competition 
with the northern choirs, and this 
would have had a big inhuence on 
music throughout all Alberta. 

But now these plans are all sha'- 


tered by the refusal of the Calgary 
musicians to get out and work up 
enough enthusiasm in their city to 


fuarantee a financial success for the 
festival, It was simply a case of cold 
feet, as far as can be learned, The 
Calgary men refused to accept the 
responsibility of organization, of se- 
curing the necessary funds, or engi- 
neering the annual trip through the 
province to work up interest and se- 
cure entries. 

In view of the fact that the Cal- 
gary papers have deplored what they 
chose to term “Edmonton's selfish 
a resolution was passed by the 
Calgary musicians present at 
in which they set forth 
their refusal to hold the festival in 
Calgary. It is stenificant that thos 
resolution was passed after Mr, Bar-

spring.

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Annual Battle on Gridiron Witnessed by 40,000 Pecple Most Thr.) 
ing in Many Years—Navy For First Time in Five Years 
Defeated by Cadets by Score of Twenty-two to Nine

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—The Army football team furnished a spectacular 
and confusing finale to the eastern football season of 1913 by defeating 
the Navy eleven at the Polo Grounds today by a score of 22 to 9. 

Completely outplayed during the opening period of the game, the cadets 
swept the sailors off their feet in the second half of the contest by a som- 
bination of ‘brilliant individual and open team play that quickly rolled up 
overwhelming lead, 

With victory in sight for the firsttime in 4 years, the West Point team 
scored rapidly, and finished the game with a total that has not been ex- 
ceeded by cither academy In ten years. 

Despite the complete annihilation of the navy eleven and its hope of 4 


fourth consective Victory over the army, the game was fought out desper- 
ately until the closing moment, and the sailors went down with = flying 
an overwhelming lead. 

From a technical football standard, the playing of both victor and 


vanquished did not rise above the usual calibre of the annual gridiron strug- 
gle between the two academies, Much of the work of the coaches went for 
naught when the battle reached its height, and there was the usual man 
to man struggle with football team work more or less forgoiten. 

From the standpoint of ihe spectator, however, the game and its setting 
lost nothing of its thrilling grip and juterest as a result, and the 40,000 
persons present gasped and cheered by turns at the kaleidescopic playing 
scenes depicted on the muddy turf at their feet. The use of forward pass 
repeatedly by the cadets opened up the play to a far greater extent than 
more massive line attacks and end mins of the middies, these furnishing 
the spectators with many brilliant footbail pictures, and the army a 
vehicle of victory. It was in the exeevtion of this play that the army ad- 
vantage lay, and the {final score shows how successfully it was worked. 

During the sixty minutes of the play the navy eleven failed to show 
the consistent advancing power that had brought them seven victories by 
dig scores in the eight preliminary games of the season. While the army 
did not as a team diagnose the attack successfully, the desperate charging 
and tackling of the cadets upset the jnterference and brought down the 
runner with little or no gain.

During the time of the rush 
he was in the Klondyke and had a 


narrow escape at the time 2,000 men 
perished in the White Horse Pass. In 

892 he was in Denver, and he show- 
ed a copy of a Denver newspaper to 
the Bulletin which graphically des- 
cribes 2 fieht the captain had there 
at that time with a nurnber of yegg- 
nen, He himself was badly wound- 
cd, but befcre losing consciousness 
he had shot and kiiea two men and 
wounded five others. Late in the 
same year he was in Jim Town, Colo- 
rado, where he met Alderman Hast, 
of this city, who was working for him 
at the time. There he was present 
in the saloon when the notorious Bob 
Ford, who shot James, was 
killed,

Captain Whitshire was born in 
Merrickville, Ontario, in 1845. 
then he has prospected for gold in 
the Yukon, California. Nevada. Mex!- 
co, Arizona and Wyoming. He has 
made a fortune on four different oc- 
casions, but with a smile he told the 
reporter that he had squandered 
them. His best strike previous to 
the one he recently made in B.C. was

Liberal Press Ridicules the 
Opposition Leader's Speech 


Unionist Paper Says Asquith Wants Tumult, Civil War and Hell, 
and He Will Get Them With Vengeance — Government 
Should Pay Heed to Saner Voices Than Redmond 


W.A.P. Special Cable, 

London, Nov, 29.—The defiant tone 
of the speeches of Mr. Gonar Law at 
Dublin, yesterday, which he re- 
asserted the determination of the 
Unionists to resist tne passage of the 
home rule bill, even if it involved civil 
war, and in which he challenged the 
government to arrest Sir iWdward 
Carson and his associates in the “re- 
sist home rule at any cost’ move- 
ment in Ulster, has provaked com- 
ments by the London press this morn- 
ing which proves that the Kingdom 1s 
very near to one of the most serious 
crisis in its history. 

The Daily Chronicle (Liberal) ex- 
presses its pleasure that events have 
killed the proposed compromise upo. 
the basis of the exclusion of Ulster, 
and says: “Mr. Bonar Law merely re- 
peated the familiar complaints which 
Mr. Asquith had answered in advance, 
Mr. Bonar Law was quite up to form 
in imputing the lowest motives to his 
efforts. But if Mr, Law shouts civil 
war until he is black in tie face we 
decline to believe that it will Come. 

Stale Rhetoric, 

The Daily News (Liberal) 
“From the abuse of Redmond 
have passed to the abuse of Asquith, 
a very familiar and stale rhetoric 
which persuades nobody and does not 
serve to create an atmosphere of 
mutual appreciation without which it 
is impossible and futile to search for 
uw settlement Mr. Bonar Law has 
not the slightest intention of facilitat- 
jive an agreement.” 

The Daily Express (Conservative) 
sounds the end of the compromise 
note and states: "Mr, Bonar Law has 
enunciated the Unionist policy un- 
equivocally, What he said at Dub- 
lin he said eighteen months ago at 
Tilenheim,. but he re-stated the case 
with convincing lucidity and = sharp 
courage. Mr. Asquith, now that he 
wants tumult, civil war and hell, 
will heve them with a vengeance 
The blusters of Leeds have pursued 
the steps of catastrephe.”

“A Trumpet Call to Unionists,” sayt: 
“In plain words, Mr. Bonar Law re- 
pied to the shifts and evasions of 
Mr. Asquith at Leeds.”
